established commission, and on any refnsal to accept each commission or 
any tendency to monopolize, the servants at Calentta or other parts are at 
liherty to send their own black gomastahs, who are nevertheless to he 
acconntahle for their coodnct to the Company’s Servants within whose 
jnrisdiction they reside.

If my Gomasta acted according to the representations of the Gatseela 
Rnja’s Vflckeel it’s not only withoot my knowledge hot contrary to strictest 
instrnctions yet I will not absolutely say notill I have received bis own 
vindication, yet must I entertain the strongest snspicions that hia sugges- 
tions are both malicious and groundless from the following consider- 
ations 

Ist >-That my Gomasta who is a 20 years resident in Gatseela tbns 
adressed me wbennere "Accordingto the instrnctions I have received 
so will 1 act, but that won’t screen me from accusations when then there 
IS a comphint lodged against me let not my master donbt me nntill my 
accuser proves the fact in my presence” 

2nd — That the affair of the rice has been communicated to me by him 
and IS as follows My Gomasta gave money to the Haja beforehand 
on coaditioo that he should give him nee at the lowest price of the Season 
This Rice when prodnoed proved much worse than the run of the Market, 
on wch it was objected to but it was soon agreed on by the Raja — 
who was on the spot to make up in qoautity wbat was decient in quality, 
but in aboot half an hour after, instructed by this same Vackeel, he receded 
from that on wch the Gomasta, being tied up by my instrnctioDs from 
the least appearance of violence demanded his money to be return d and 
the rice carried away, rather than %vch they came into the above mention’d 
proposal 

3rd —If I am of any consequence here, ought not the complaint to 
have been £rst lodged here and then if to no effect carried to Midnapore ? 
Bnt 80 far from that, the Vackeel who remained here several days conceal d 
his going to Midnapore mentioning that he obtain'd 16 days leave from 
the Haja to visit bia family who reside at Soubnug 
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Who IS tho indivjdml m the jnngles, great or small, to whose com- 
plaiols 1 have denied a paheat ear and whose grievances I have not 
redress’d even to their own content when jnstly grounded ? Whjjthen, 
should such petty complaints be carried before you before I have so much 
as been made acquainted with them Though a consciousness of mnocence 
may alleviate my Chagrin, yet mj vexation is so considerable that it i3 
some days before I am again in a proper frame either to attend to the 
Oompanie's Business or my own. 

Were I, Sir, to explain all the true reasons of these complaints, it 
might have an invidions appearance time may perhaps disclose the Irne 
source of them So far as regards the Baja, I can, however, mention 
without such Reserve that my servant shonld maintain an unlimited Inter- 
course and connection with tho country people not only prevents him from 
acting in a Despohek manner, and arbitrary influence gradually diminishes, 
but it also gives us an opportunity of being more intimately acquainted 
with the real value of his posseosions— a knowledge that must of course be 
disagreeable to him When it is suggested to him under these colours to 
discountenance my trade, no wonder he should give into it 1 conld 
recriminate on the Haja hy nncootestable facts, sneb ns conflning people 
for disregarding bis discouragement of contracts volantranly entered into 
with my Gomasta, but that is below my notice 

Let me Sir ns is my doty pa<s by these complaints and represent that 
as well by my own knowledge as express advice from the Tabsiluar, I have 
reason to believe tho revenue precarious unless a speedy remedy is 
applied 

Consent then Sir that i shonld ibis instant interpose, my own Repnta- 
iion next to your’s la concern’d, let roe impose on the Ra^a n Biwan well 
acquainted with the purgunuah, very agreeable to the ryots, not disagreeable, 

1 believe to the Ran, but who will not undertake the task unless appointed 
hence as a guard to secure him from the danger of ovil coonccltors, with 
which the Haja is beset 

Tho person I mean formerly served in Gateeela, where ho qoil'd 
Ramsingdol because be would not agree to pay a roveune without being 
attacked by our forces I know him to bo clevor, and believe be will under- 
take the task at my request 

The Gatscela Raja complnios of it as a hardship imposed by mo alone 
the stopping of the passage of Salt-bullocks irom going tho way of 
Hildopoir in bis pnrgnnnah, oy which be looses about Rs S,000 a year 

Inclosed is Gour Hnrno’e accoont of bis Stewardship at Gatsocia, 
and ho assures mo he has received do more in any respect Ho desires 
that tho Raja’s Mohnror may bo made to compare notes with him, when 
he does not doobt to make bis statomeol of the matter appear (bo just oac 
He also adds that it was not bis fault, but acets were soiled \ efore ho 
having repeatedly required it Ho is at present in a fever , otherwise I 
thoula have order’d him to hlidnapore.

I have received yonr letter of the I2tb it is no small satisfaction to me 
that I can prove by the Jsmidar and otbero beyond all dispute or qaeation 
that the Raja complained to me of my Gomasta neither directly nor m 
dirctly untill the 10th current I believe and that indeed in consequence of 
my having sent an harcaro to know why the people were not in their 
booses on tbe Road and to know if they hud any grievances that 1 might 
redress them To this perwana I bad a set of vagne complamts the salt 
being the only stated one very particular vagne as tbe complaint was 1 
ordered to be considered here and waa told that without inquiry on the 
spot it would not be known whether what he said was tme or false 

I had also taken measures io do that when another circumstance drew 
my attention another way as follows. 
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A letter from Lt< Lnmsd&ine at Fatcbaet dated 3rd current informod 
me that Monnsnatl one of the former Rajas of that )>lace rvns in some part 
of Mban Bboom pargana and that bi^ people made plnnderlng io> 
cnreiODS into Patchaet. 1 immedialety despatched my Jnngly spies for 
information one of nbfcb soon retomcd and had got snch certain intelli* 
gcDce that he engaged to condnct me to the house where he lay. 

Expedition and eecretsy were the very life of the undertaking. 
Measures I took to secnro both. I calcnlated the properest time for setting 
out so as to arrive about break of day bat 1 was bat ill snpported in the 
execution by my men particularly by those who in doty ought to have 
done most the Sergt. and Snbadars. 

Scarce had I marched 6 coss when roy troops began to lagg. X resolved 
myself to set the example and marched on foot at the head of the advanced 
guard ordering by all means to keep close op w© having no baggage to 
wait for .* this was promised hnl not performed for by the time I had 
marched 3 coss more I found my guard dwindle to the Jemmadar, Havildar, 
Naik and sepoys besides two orderlies. This obliged me to halt and send 
n harcaro back, who having gone o full coss got only three sepoys asleep 
on the way whom he bro't up and he reported that the main body must bo 
far behind. Tbns was I reduced to the option of losing the effects of 
so much fatigue and some reputation by waiting for them as it mnst be 
day or pushing on with those present, the latter I chose and iho’ day over- 
took us, yet the smallness of our party screeued ns from snspicton, and wo 
drived at tho very tillage beforo the Raja was aware t he however got notice 
loo soon for us, For iu my presence while 1 was rooning np, six of his 
people pall'd him away towards tho jungles and two shot which I ordered 
my orderly to firo on his satso who ran after him with a horse did not 
prevent him from reaching bis master and moanting him before wo coold 
get up. Thos he escaped. Had 1 bad any force I eboold have immediate- 
ly followed him but my whole consisted in 7 rank and 6Io a jemmadar and 
myself. Bis folre was considerable 25 Cr© locks of which two taken and 
a great number of match locks besides cbewars. They however attempted 
nothing but made their escape with expedition. Two barcaroa who call 
themselves Ur. Verclst’s were bore. As they bad no papers nor perwana 
with English distick 1 took them prisoners and they wait your orders. All 
this hbppantd early in the morning and after all was over and the Uhan 
Bboom Yacked bad come to excuse bis entertaining him (tho’ bis son in- 
law contrary to orders by setting with that he was imposed on by the 
Harcaros) the 8orgeaoi, Subadar and party being C3 rank and ble, arrived 
at .......one p. m. 

Deem it not rashness iu me that I pushed on : my character was at 
ktake and lodge toot that I undertook too much by attempting to go 18 co*s 
trithoDt a halt i tho sepoys have told me they can run 30 along for once 
or so. I am pclsnaded that tho* the Raja escaped yet that having effected so 
lopg a march nndi*cotcted will not only keep my own people to their doty, 
bnl also prevent these Vagrants from taking shelter here. Tlie effecls we 

have taken are 1 «..2 mares, wcariog apparel aBetorbra*s Dten*ills. 

The valoe of the whole has not been estimated : nor silver, gold nor cub. 
Tonr orders regarding that and atso the prisoner harcaros will oblige one 
who is with togard and esteem.

Your letter of the 17th arrived last night at 9 o’clock The complaint 
against my circar was making wbat they call a hurrionc on tho road because 
he could get neither dacL nor vikals on the road tho’ ready to pay for (hem 
when lie was carrying the jotnidar’s and scapoys’ pay to them as aNo 
some more money lor my private con'cems being Ibli Ssy a liigwatba*! it was 
the Raja’s orders that since my people went backwards and forwards «o 
often they might go without goide” But m re«pect of my Gomasia who 
resides there and mnnages my trade ho in«ist3 that he will not only clear 
him elf of every circurastauce alleged against him but pro\e at a bearing Ibat 
the Raja’s Yackeels gave every malicious obstruction in their power to his 
free traffick with tho coontry people particularly the \-ackeel who first 
complain’d at Midmporo I have however sent n trusty j erson to make 
further enquiry on the “pot, and have ordcre I my Gomnsta andtheRnjas 
Vakeel hither where they shall hare strict justice done them 

Tho UDlimited power you ha^e given me to depose of what fell into my 
bands gives mo great pleasure, as it gives me an upporlonity of convincing 
my scapoys that it is their interest aod adrantngo to exert them'clres when 
required of them 

As to the oft^ir of Cudiang the fir^t thing I «hill observe is that 
Jaganaut in Lis petUtoo calls it part of the Gat^eela Zamiadary. Now not 
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only the Cho;Ydrie’s Gomasta, wbo is here and of old standingt hot the Uore- 
banga Vackeel and Kirpesendow’s deny that but insist that it is wholly 
part of the Morebonge* Raja's Morrattoa districts, nor did 1 ever hear any 
of the Gatseola people acknowledge that it belonged to their Zamindary. 

In August 1 think it was that Kirpesendow came to me with a com- 
plaint that the Gatseela Raja had made an incursion into Cudjung, took his 
women prisoners and carried off all his effects. My first enquiry was who 
Kirpesendow was and whether Cndjung was not a purgunnab in Gatseela 
Zemindary. Every one arround me unanimously agreed that it was not but 
as I meutiou’d above 1 accordingly sent a perwanah to the Raja informing 
him of the complaint and to know his reason why he acted in such a 
manner and whether he had any claims on Kirpesendow. He answeiM 
not for sometime : at last on pressing him be said that he had orders from 
the Morebonge Raja so to do, but that if 1 disapproved he would not interfere, 
and that he also would return what he had carried off from Cudjung 
which be did, After this Kirpesendow proposed to pay a Tuskees to the 
Company in order to have the benefit of their protection. To this the More- 
buQge Vackeel who was on the spot objected by insisting that Kirpesendow 
could not make his Master’s land over or liable to iutUea without bis consent, 
as the other could not say bo was independent. I took no more notice of the 
matter. It was after this that I was informed that his cousin Jaganant, 
who was Zamiudar of Uperoaoa, being removed thence by another layed 
claim to Gudguag, the inheritance of Goberdan Biroaicb (Patnaik ?) Kir> 
peseodm’s brother, and that he requested same form me to confirm him in 
nis light. To this I answered you are none of the Company’s Zemindars, 
but the Morehuoge Raia’s independent inberitance. 'Whatever disputes you 
have in your own family these he must decide. If Jugurnut Dol or any of 
my people use you ill make your complaint to me and you’ll find juslic© 
done you.” ’ 

It was in cousideratiou of that circumstunce (of bis being without the 
limits of our Purgas) that 1 avoided hitherto BeudiDgany orders of any hind 
altbo’ ho visits to me sometimes in gratitudo for doing him justico, and no 
doubt with a view to raagoify his own importance. It is this Kirpesendow 
^^bom 1 meant for Diwan to the Raja, and 1 shall write him to repair here, 
according to your desire, and send faun to Midnapore if you think necessary. 

&s to Goviodram Sircar be is a good man enough, and the revenues at first 
went on well under him, but be uoderstaods not accounts nor writes well, if 
at all, and m such a purgaunah as Gatseela his timerousncss would prevent 
any good effects from his activity. He has ran often to me hero for protect- 
lion ID dread of Ids life Reddes the Raja despoiled him at his ..... . 
1 therefore doubt if he would undertake it. X am certain that the 
Gatseela Raja is in no distress nor at a loss how to pay his revenues were 
bo separated from bis evil councillors To my Lnowledgo very large sums 
deposits of the former Raja fell into bis bands, and the ryots etc. have contri- 
buted much abofe wbat has been paid into our bands. If then Sir }ou 
mean to benefit him with doty on the Salt, let mo request that yon would 
afford the same indulgence to the other Zemiudars who stand equally in 
need of it. * 

The GaUecIa 'Raja I have at present order’d to bo kept within the 
Port until he has brought up bis arrears of revenue, which ho is easily able

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to do not having as yet advanced, any part of the general collection he made 
all over the pargannab last month, and nntil he has produced to mo the 
Zemindar ol Darapara, for whom be ia secorifcy and who has stole cows and 
buffaloes to a considerable amount from Saphnr, and ijybom I had drove out 
of the ianglea long ago had not the Raja interposed. I must request the 
favour of some paper as mine is almost emended.

Noticf is iirbbby given that after the expiration of two tnonths from the 
27th April, no GomasU^ employed by the English shall be permitted to 
remain in any part of the provinces BetiQall, Bahar, and Orissa and after 
that period, That no Company’s Servant Free Hlercbant, or other European 
residing under the Oom{ any’s Protection, shall be suffered to carry on any 
inland trade directly or indirectly beyond those limits under penalty, if a 
Company’s Servant of boing immediately dismissed the Service, if a Free 
Merchant or other Enropean of forfeiting the Company’s protection , and 
That, if any Enropean whatsoever shall attempt to traosporti any merchan* 
dize beyond the provinces, all snch merchandize shall be seized and conffscated, 
and the Gomastibs having charge of all such contraband trade shall be 
punished with the utmost severity. 

All Armenians, Portagneze or the descendaots of Armenians and 
PorloguezB living under the Company’s protection are inclnded in the above 
restrictions, it being intended that none bnt the natives of the country 
(Musaulmen and Hindoos) shall enjoy this pnviledge

should probably follow his example, we should lose possession of great 
part of the JrRignls during the raioy season, and alterwards be put to much 
trouble and expence to reconquer them Ao immediate remedy appearing 
therefore to be necessary, I have appointed an intelligent and truotnortby 
man to the office of his Hewan, and sent Lieutenant Rooke with two 
Companys of beapoys establish bis authority over the Pergunna, and remove 
the Principal of the Zemindar’s present advisers As to the Zemindar 
himself, 1 do not intend to deprive him of this Pergnnna if he snbmits 
quickly to this regnlatiou Being a lad incapable of managing his own 
business, bis faults are to be ascribed to his ministers rather than to himself

Para 37 We are much concerned to find there is some ground for com- 
plaint this season as there was last with respect to the cargoes of the 
French and Dutch ships being more valueable than ours owing to the larger 
proportion ot fine goods than we receive, of which wo have undoubted 
mformatioQ from persons who were present at the said Companj’s late sale*, 
and ns we have great reason to believe that some of our servants ha\e been 
concerned in providing cargoes for the French and Batch ships, we there- 
fore direct jou to discover who among them have been goiltj of so great 
a breach of trust, and let the persons be whom they may that shall appear 
to have acted as unfaithful and injurious a part to then employers, you 
are immediately to dismiss them our service and send them home, allowing 
them 1 reasonable time only for settling their privite concern*, which 
time IS not to exceed twelve months

the simo rate os at Uidnaporo is a point J am not able to adjust till such 
time as 1 hear from you 
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To-ttiorrow morning we march for jCnllampore, five coss distant from 
this

Yesterday morning 1 baited at Jambnoee, about two coss distant from 
Anlnmpore, from which place I was joio d by twenty-one pike men, who 
did me eminent ser\icQ condncted me ont of my road, and then, fonr 
excepted (which 1 link hand to hand) walk oS into the Jnngals since 
which lime I have seen no more of them This village before my arrival 
this morning was totally deserted by its lobabitanta , nothing to be procured 
for the sepoys nor is this the first place 1 ve met with in the like condition 
This day I received more information, that there is a man, now residing 
at Midnapore who has sent people to the different Zemindars and others, 
informing them of the detachment of sepoys advancing towards them, and 
at the same time advising them to leave tbeir babitments I will not pretend 
to assert this as a matter of fact, as I am not acquainted with the conntry 
language, and therefore necessitated to rely on the interpreiations of others 
The man I’ve been speaking of, sending people as before is one Churranago«h, 
(Naib to Moysindsr) who they tell me receives money at stated times from 
Zemindars of the places here aboat 

The men that agree in this accoont are the Vackeel (yon) sent with 
me, and one Govtodram late I Dewan to the Gatseela Baja He came 
from Bnlrampore, meet me yesterday at Anlnmpore 

Just now one of my Harcaras came to me, informing me, that some 
of the Gatseela Raja’s people with bows and arrows were larking about this 
place 1 have no other circumstance to relate at present 1 expect to be 
at Gatseela the day after to-morrow early m the morning

As the distance Jngganaot Doll in is so great, and the Pike 

fellows of this Country still in arms, it will be ncces«arj to leave a strong 
Detachment in this Fort wheneaer 1 move, a« it is practicable to storm it in 
orerr place Tomorrow morning 1 intend sending Nondcram’s Company 
to ilidnwpore, but sh ill detain the twenty sopo} • that escorted my Baggage 
hero for, I believe I shall have employment enongh for them. 

Tho Dumparah Fellow ha« been very trooblc<ome, and prevents the 
People of tins coantr} from comwgio I shall codenioar iohy held of 
him, and will give him no quarter as 1 intend his Head shall grace the 
entrance of this Fort, for everybody gives him a aorj lad Character 
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a Btoat way, and brought in with them above a hnmlred and fifty head of 
C>ait)e, which, 1 thiak, Mr Rooke had a right to look upon as lawful 
priz6 Ha thought so at the time I ordered them to be sold As you arc 
now acquainted wuh the real circomatauces of the affair, you will Jet me 
know your Curtber pleasure on the aobject, and your orders shall be obeyed 
Jt 13 the only thing Rooko has made by his expedition, and certainly the 
Country fellows deserve a puniehment of this sort to prevent their rebellion 
for the future 

Kirposmdoo’s pike fellows ns well as the other pikes who are here faav- 
mg nothing to eat, and Kirposindoo tells me has no money to give them I 
have ordered the Chondhry of the finzar to give them meat every day and 
to bring it into the Company’s accounts I am obliged to do this or they 
will all leave me, which would distress me very much in case I march from 
here, as these pike fellows are more useful than sspoys m the Jangles, as 
ffankiDg Parties and advance Guards 

It 18 all a ]oke to talk of licking these Jungle Fellows they have not 
the least idea of fighting, they are like a parcel of wasps they endeavour 
to sting you with their arrows, and then fly off It is impossible almost to 
kill any of them, as they always keep at a great distance and fiiog their 
arrows at you which you raa) suppose seldom or ever do any execution As 
the thing is to frighten these fellows as much as possible, 1 wish you would 
send one of the One Pounders with a pair of the new wheels ns soon, as 
possible It will be necessary always to keep that gun lo this Fort which 
I heheve will he of more service than an extraordinary company of Sepoys 
You need Dot order the Tumbril, as a few bollocks loaded with ommuDition 
will do The Surraug or Semant can make up cartridges for n hoodred 
Bill and about fifty round of Grape, with two barrels of Counlry Powder to 
fire the morning and evening gun 

Gan Sam the Tassildar, is, I believe, much to blame ^ Rooke was very 
right in confining him os be sent a great quantity of nee and things out of

I have received yonr favor of the 7lh, hat I do not think it wonld 
he practicable to effect a removal oE tho silk winders, admitting ifc could 
ho done wUhont prejudico to tho Company’s iovestraent s at least, it is a 
point that 1 endeavor’d to accomplish wneo at llidnapore but without 
success, even tho’ there was no silk investment at that time order’d ou 
account of tho Company. Now then that there is such a provision order’d 
for the Company as to afford all the winders wo can possibly entertain 
full employment at home, they could hardly 1 imagine bo prevailed upon 
to remove from their family habitations into another province. The 
mention of this subject leads rao to observe, altho' perhaps I may be 
mistaken and therefore do it with diifidenco, that a settiement of winders 
vn’’»tb« -poot. where the silk j^orodoced does not essentially contribute to the 
improvement of the growth, nltho’ it will servo to prevent the enhancement 
of the prices. If this observation is jnst, Mr. V msittart may prosecute his 
endeavors for enlarging the produce with equal advantage without winders, 
and send tho silk in pod, as has always been the custom, to bo wound off at 
Radnagore, etc., which is not near so great a distance, as much of th6 
Cossimbazar silk is transported from, to be wound off within tho walls of 
the Ooasimbnzar Factory. This point, however, may more properly claim 
our attention, if the Midnaporo product should become of so much 
consideration ns to bo order’d to bo invested for oar flon’ble Masters. At 
present I hehovo that is not the case, and all tb-it I nrgo_ therefore ia 
iho aversion that the winders wonld have to remove into Miilmporo and 
the full employment w© hive for them nt home, altho they could wind 
off more silk if brought to them at their natnral places of residence.

If they lireak their word, I 
will appoint tho new Bajih, and march after the old one withonl lo»5 
of lime, althongh I Lelioo it will bo of little con«etjaenco as ho is n 
great way from this place. I nndoraland ho is at ItonTee which is in 
the More Bongo Country. 1 wi‘h you would order tlioTlajah to hr 
hold of him, for 1 fear 1 shall not be able as I shall bare a very small 
force with me when 1 Icare this Fort, for I shall bo obliged to Icaro forty 
nif n hero besides the sick, which amounts nt pre*eDt to tno Jimmedars and 
thirty Sepoys. Rooke is recovering but very slorly. 

I ba\e been now here fire day*, and none of tho Zimmindars hare bepn 
with me.* I most confess I am at a Io*s to know wlnt to do, as they dm't 
n«semble in a body, but keep Id small parties is the jungles. While they 
continue to do tlii«, there is nolbiDg can be done with tl tm, in the fglttirig 
way. I hare tbcreforc, wrote Letters to iLem which they don’t think 
j roj er to Answer. 
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Jibbonrov tho Ziramindar o£ Cocbpar-i had tho impndeneo to atlack 
my Sopoya that are stationed at Barcoola a Cow nights ago By way 
o£ retaliation I order a Serjeant with a Company to march into his Country 
to eiidcavonr to take him, bat he was too qnick for them, swam over tho 
river, and left oar moo in tho larch He had before drove off all his Cattio 
to tho More Bango ConntrjjOS I am informed by two prisoners which 
were taken by tho Serjeant’s party 

I wrote to the Dumparrah Ztmmiadar somo days ago bat have had 
no answer, and ho has detained the person I seat with the Jotter By way 
of teaching him better manners 1 last night sent a Serjeant and a Company 
to bnng him in, if possible, and if they miss of him, to bring as many 
i alllo as they can possibly hy hold off which I supi ose will bo nono at all 
However, i£ they do I will take caro that the lliols shall have them 
again, as soon as this mighty bnnncss is settled 

I have sent oat Parlies to look for boats, bat can find nono , so that 
niy passing the Snbnnreca will be very uncertain, as it will depend on the 
depth of the water — 

If yon don’t send mo a snpply of Provisions very soon, I shall ho 
obliged to Icaao this Port with tho greatest part of my sepoys , for I have 
only 8'*vfin or eight days provision here, aithongh I only allow ono soero 
of riCQ to each man per day If I go after tho Bajab, I mnst take provisions 
with me, for I un<ier<ilaQd thoro is nose to bo got on tho Boa i, it being 
through jangles all tho way, so that my distress will not bo rchoved 
by that marcl) — 

Last night armed hero « man with a letter for Boole Ho has 
been seven days in coming from Midnapor®, which bo might have done in 
threo You may with safety settlo rogohr Daucks os far as Alampore from 
which place tho bopoya will escort them hero m two days with great ease 
Thia IS tho third Letter I havo wroto yon*

Tins morning I received two letters from yoa, oao of (ho 5th, the other 
of tho nth, together with a list of Officers who 1 very heartily wish as 
the Deni — 

In year letter of the 5th you acqoamt me that there are here 160 
Coolys and 70 Bullocks whieb came hero with Hooke be'ides 140 that yoa 
«enl with Provisions Tho hundred and forty have been sent from hero 
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three or foar days ago, and yesterday I seat to Midaapore sixty Coolys aad 
all the Bollocks which Rooka broaght here, excepting forty which is 
absolotely necessary to carry the Ammamtion and lents I have only 
two Harcarrahs left so send yonr next letter by one I allow none for my 
Bazar for whenever I move from this place, I don’t intend to carry any 
with me, at present 1 can’t atir, nor do I know when I shall be able, as very 
heavy rams have fallen for these two days past, which mast consequently 
swell the River very mnch. I can get no Boats, nor 1 have any Carpenters 
to make any, so that I see little prospect of my being able to follow the 
Rajah and as httle of making the Zimmindars come in to-morrow I 
intend making Nemoo Doll Rajah to see what effect that will have on the 
Zimmindars or the Country The Pikes 1 have with me want very ranch 
to leave me, ns this is the season for seting their nee, which they 
will lose xE they remain mnch longer here Yesterday returned the 
detachment 1 sent after the Doraparah Zimmiodar, they conld not lay hold 
of him, bat brought in about eighty head of Cattle and one prisoner Ihe 
prisoner 1 have sent back with a Porwannab to Jaggonot Paltry to tell 
him that as soon as be comes in to me, bis Cattlo shall be restored 
and not till then 

I wrote you a letter on my first arrival here, to desire you would send 
me one of the one Poaaders, which I think should always remain m this 
Fort X told you m a former letter it would be attended with no expeoce 
for the Company have too good a servant lo mo to make any aancecssary 
or false charges —If I am to remain here till the Coaatry is settled it 
will be necessary to send me another Company for the number of Siok 
increase daily, if yon send any let it be Qopey Sings as 1 havo already 
twenty of his men 

I have already told yoa nothing can be done this season of the year 
witbont the Zimmindars think proper to come id, which at present they 
don’t seem at all inclined to do, so that my staying here is an nsoless 
expeoce It mast be a great one For yoa must constantly send mo snpphcs 
of Provisions At present I have very little lo tho Fort and if 1 don’t 
receive some shortly from yoa, I shall bo obliged to leave tho Fort and 
march to Bnlrampore or Jounpore, as they oro the only places 1 can expect 
to find Provisions at«

It 18 possible there may not be a word o£ troth in it However the man 
assured me that be had advanced nothing bat what he was absolutely certain 
of, and I have no particular reason to suspect his veracity He tells one 
that, m April last, bia master Dummooder Bunge received a letter from 
Summajee Gunnays, the Nabob of Cattack, to the followiog purpose ‘ That 
iQ csso the chout was not paid, be should march m his army toco Bengal 
after tbe ntns, and ravage the whole country, that in tbe mean while be 
intended to quarter his troops in Gorpoddn, which is between Jallesore 
and Ballasore, and that he (Dummoodar Bunge) must prepare Cantonments 
for them and bo ready io]Oin them in due time with hia forces” To this 
Dummoodur Bnnge replied that rice was at present very dear and scarce 
in bis country, and that therefore, it was not advisable to quarter tbe 
troops in Gnrpudda as they would not be able to dnd subsistence there ” 
He received no aoswer to thi^, bnt in consequence of it Coonjur which is 
two or three days journey North of CattacL has been dxed upon instead 
of Gnrpudda for quartering the troops The Vackee) adds that the same 
Hircarnbs who brought Sammaojee Gatnnay’s letter for Diimoodnrs 
Bunge had others for the Patchaet Baja and most of the Zemiudara on the 
Western borders of Bengal and Babaj, that Summajee Qnnraiy’s army 
consists of about 12,000 Horse, 6000 Borcundasses and 1000 Men with 
firelocks , that about the same force under the command of Niloo Fondit 
will at the same time enter by the way of Ramgurr and Fatcheat and 
proceed through Beerboom towards Moorshedabad 

As Oommoodur Bougo holds tbe Zemindary of Nyabasoon* etc , under 
Midnapore aud is at preseot somewhat m arrears, 1 have written to him 
to demind the immediate payment of bis bahoce Tbe VRckeel says 
that in consequence of this, bis uncle Bnlbndder Bunge wi]) himself repair 
to Midnapore and explain to me aoy farther particulars that I may have to 
enquire, that bis blaster is desirous of shaking oS tbe yol e of tbe Morattas 
and becoming a dependent of the JEjnghsh , and that bis country is so 
advantogeously situated that, with a very little nssistnnce from us, he would 
at any time be able to prevent tbe Morattas from onteriug into Bengal 
from the Southward I have told bim (bat 1 shall be glad to see Bulbudder 
Dungp, that be must bring with bim Summajee Gusnay’s origiQil letter 
aud that I will trausmit bis representation to yon

consequence of applications which have been made to me, bat as it will 
be impracticable for these people, at so remote a distance, to engage for 
the propagation of mulberry trees, I therefore leave it to you to determine 
how far the consideration of their... ..may bo an inducement to the 
enperSuons ryotts of these districts to settle in those of Midnapore, and 
as the want of inbabitanta appears to be the principal obstacle to your 
improvement

Last night I had the pleasure of receiving your letter o& the 12th 
Instant, I am very happy that yon approve of ibe measures I had then 
taken, and wish with all my heart they bad taken the desired effect, but 
find there la no such thing as dealing with these people by fare means 
There is none of ibem yet com© jd nor have they ooswered ray Porwannubs 
in writing The people who I sent with them are retnrned The first that 
camo back told me the Zimmindar and Sirdars promised to be at 51ahnllea 
the Jltb f ibe itest that j’etorife^ MJ Jire ibe/' fFeeJJ jjet ecure JJf, ajfJ ware 
determined to support Juggonant Doll agaiuat the compauy 

• Kirpaaindoo brought me two men yesterday, and said they were come 
from his Brother, who, he said, wanted my order to lay hold of Juggonaot 
Doll who was collecting a great force, to come and fight mo but they could 
not tell where the force or the Rajah was such are the unconnected lies 
they come and continually tell me Kirpasindoo is id fear for his Brother’s 
Country and wants me to march that way, which is impossible for me to do 
as I bave very little provisions in tbe Fort and have no boat to cross 
the River 

You may imagine I am greatly enraged at being pnt off with the 
expectation of the Zimmindar’s coming in I should not have suffered my- 
self to have been taken in, at this rate but that i knew tbe conseqaence of 
making Nemoo Doll Rajah would be that the Company could not possibly 
get any money from the country for three or four months This Kirpasindoo 
told me on ray arrival here, aud advised me to endeavour first of all to 
persuade Juggonant Doll to como in, as all tbe prmcipal people woold 
favour his cause 
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Finding all I have hitherto done of no effect, I have this (laj- appointed 
Nemoo Uoll Rajah and Kirpasindoo his Dewan 1 have again avrote to the 
bead people of the different Purgannahs to acquaiob them with what I have 
don© and to order them in irntnecltately, threatening snch ns di obey ray 
order Ktrpasindoo shuffled a good deal this morning before he woold 
accept of a turbaud which la emtomary to give the Devan I was obliged 
to order him in a severe tone to take it, before he would consent The 
reason of my insisting upon it was that this new Rajah will have no influence 
wiibont him as he has not so ranch as a Village of bis oivn Ab your 
servants did not send clothes for the Rajah, 1 was obliged to buy the best 
1 could for him here 1 gave him a Horse because he was very desirous 
of it and told mo Iffr rorgn^^on had given Jnggonaut Doll one. The 
horse is not of any great valne — I belieie a hundred rnpees or a little more 
will he the purchase After I had given yonr Snnnand to the Rajah, and 
dismissed him, he mounted his horse and rode all tiirough the Village 
with the Tom Toms beating before him in a prodigious grand manner , and 
now we have got anew Rajah John Company must supply him with 
money and victuals for he has not the least of either You must not fail 
to send mo constant supplies of Provisions for the Country people don’t seem 
inclined in the least to do any snch thing, they are all (of this side the River) 
kept m ough by Juggonaut Patty and Jibbonroy, who take so much care*" 
of themselves that it appears a joke to mo to think of catching them, and, 
to tell y on my real sentiments of the affairs of this country, at present, I 
think It will be a more difficult job to settle it than it was at first to conqnet 
it for this plain reasoa'~*tbe disafccted have now a young man to bead them 
who never stays long in any particular place Conoeqnently it will be more 
diflicnlt to lay hold of him tnan it was to catch the old Rajab, who was 
fool enoagh to stay m this fort till Fergusson came here. 

July the 17th —I wrote the foregoing pages the ICth in the Morning 
In the Ev*ening t received a letter from Juggonant Do1I, who acknowledges 
the receipt of my Purwaunah and tells mo «J1 the Sirdars of the Country 
would have come m to me the 12th instant, hut was persuaded to do other 
wise by juggonant Patta That Rascal sent me yesterday eiemngaVacL- 
ele to tell mo ho was very desirous of being friends with me, and would 
send me bis Brother, with as many pikes as I pleased to fight for me, if 1 
would but ho his friend and send him some heatle I wrote him for answer 
that 1 wag a ery modi his friend and sent him what ho wanted with the 
Letter, hot tUatT ‘diU not (ienreany oT'his pi'kea asl ‘hati as many bepoys 
as 1 wanted, but should be very glad lo see him and whenever I had*tbat 
pleasure 1 would retarn him the cattle I had taken from his country The 
People who bronght mejnggonant Doll’s letter told mo that if 1 gave a 
faaourablo answer to that letter that the Sirdars of the country would be m 
with me in four days So I wrote the most favourable answer I po««ible 
could, but at the same time informing him that I had made Nemoo Doll 
Rajah, which ho could not be surprised at as he left my Purwannah so 
long nnanswered I ndvi<cd him by oil means to come in to me, immediate- 
ly, and 1 would endeavonr to persuade you to make him Rajah again, as 
Remoo Doll would not bo able to pay the Oompany’s mony I told him if 
he intended to come in at all to be very expeditions, ns I should bo obliged 
to a fow days to send Parwanoabs to the Sirdars and People of the country 
to order them to obey the new Rajah, and in short I used every argument 
I could to lotico him in, because I am snro it will be more for the Company s 
interest to coutmne him Rajah A few giHageswiIl X suppose satisfy ^^emoo 
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Doll, for ho IS 'js poor ns n Chnrch Monso, that is to sny if my argument 
persnades tbo other man to come lo •which I much doubt off 

When I wrote mj first letter to you, I was not well enough acquainted 
with this business to know the dtfferenco between Sirdnrs and Zimmedars 
hen 1 mentioned the Zimmedars that were with the Ilajah I ment the 
Sirdars— the same of the Chacolea man 

When I gave the Pikes that are with mo Victual** I did not giro them 
mony , the reason of my mentioning it to you avas that 1 was obliged to 
Bupplj them from the Bazar, and shoold conscqnently want a supply of 
Provisions the sooner At present I ha\o not above four or five days at 
the most, and it is not possible to got any from the Conntry People, 

Eooko fonnd nothing in the Fort but a Quantity of Paddy and a few 
Blanns of Itice which shall bo sold and brought to tho Company’s account 
1 incloso you tho old Ta«'>ildars account Iho Mony I made him refund was 
Rs 59 which tho present Tossildar has m his possession He received it 
on tho Company a Account By this time you must be pretty well tyred 
with the length of my letter I am greatly so, for I have been troubled 
with a hcadacb this two days, so you must give me leave to subscribe my- 
self jour, (etc )

believe to find numbers of people disposed to learn However I have now 
hopes of procuring a few from the Pergunuas of Co^^ijura Cotnbpore and 
Narra]ole m this province they have not the reputation indeed of working 
so well as the Burdwan or C ilcntta winder** bnt of this I shall be a better 
judge hereafter If they do they will fully answer my purpose, and I shall 
have no occasion to search for any from other districts It is certain that 
the Midnapore Silk might be sent to Radnagore etc to be wound, bnt it 
might be expected to prosper better, if the whole bnsine s was carried on 
within this proTioi-e, under the immediate inspections of the Resident and 
at the same time it would afford an additional and, I think, a laudable 
satisfaction to bim 
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The cnltivation of Raw silk being particniarly beneficial fo the Hon’blg 
Company, and the qnantily of land reqnired for it being very trifling, these 
considerations joslify onr granting Taalacks for that porpose, bnl otherwise 
I think one would not choose to aepriro the Zemindars of any part of their 
patrimonial estates, so long as they themselves seem disposed to improve 
•them as much as in their power, I would propose, therefore, instead of 
Taalocks, to grant to Gocul Gosanl etc. Ijams for 10 or 12, or, if you think 
proper, even a longer term of years, this will suffice to reward them for 
their trouble and at the same dme it will not be an infringement of the 
Zemindar’s Hersditory rights. 

Whilst silver remains so scarce in Calcutta, I shall he careful to remit 
all the revenue in specie but otherwise Bills seem most for the Company’s 
Interest, as I observe by the account of remittances yon sent me that the 
receipts torn ont 2 or 3 Fcr Cent less thou the luvolces. The particulars

When I was in Calcutta I gave you some account of Jngnl Charn, the 
man who laid before the Board the offers for soch a wonderfD! increase in 
lUidnapore Pergnnna. He and bis associates have since had the impndenca 
to pnblish with so much assurance that bo has your promise of being appoin- 
ted to tbe Zemindary of Slidoapore, that many of the inhabitants believe 
him ; some have even sent him presents to proenre his futnro favour, and 
people’s minds remain in that flacluatiog state which tho Prospect of an 
approaching charge occasions and wbiA is very incompatible with the 
good of the county, I wish, therefore, you wonld caose him to be turned 
out of Calcutta, He is a man who is by no moans entitled to our protection 
or favoor. Ho was Buckshy to the Rannies Povany and Sirromnany whom 
he plondered and finprisoned two or three years before this province was 
ceded to the Company and mainfaioed a stout war against the then Foogedar. 
He joined the Uorattoes in their attack upon ilr. Johnstone, and was by him 
expelled the Country. His pretentions to the Zemindary were then laid by 
him before the Committee of Lands and were judged to be groundless, and 
be has since repeatedly applied and repeatedly been discountenanced by 
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the several Residents at Midnaporoas'wcll as by Mi*. Verelst when he was 
Baperviaor. ■; 

‘ I should bo glad if yon would likewise order back to Midnapore, 
Kisshnn Chorn Baira, the man who^o complaints we enquired into together 
Whilst I was at Calcutta. His romaiolngso long in Calcutta (although in 
Contradiction to your orders) tends mucu to the diminution of my authority, 
and may be the meauB of your being troubled with a number of gronndleas 
complaints. All those against whom I decide any cause would certainly 
repair to Calcutta, if they bad hopes of being there Supported, and, as I am 
always careful to esumine strictly and decide with impartiality to the best 
of my judgement, I flatter myself that our Sentiments, when compared, 
would seldom disagree. 

Mrs. Becher 1 hope is well. I beg my compliments to her and am, etc.,

1 shall 
bo able to cross ray people over the river in it in two or three days, when 
you may bo assured I will lose no time in pursning Juggonaot Doll. The 
consequence of it will bo, that all the people of thti Country will rUnlothe 
Devil, and the Country cant possibly bo settled for many months, but what 
can I do with the liascall when they neither come in, nor answer my 
PurWaunahs. 

The Dumparrah Sirdar came to me yesterday, and remains in the 
Vittaue. 1 have returned him alt his Cows and Bullocks, and shall take in 
pay thirty or forty his Pikes as all Kirpostndoo^s have run away, and so has 
ell the rest excepting Joy Bahader’s, who is a very fine old Fellow and I 
allow him ten rupees P. month. This morning 1 received yonr cbitt 
of tbo 26 together with tho Biscoit and Arrack for which I rctarn you 
many thanks.

1 had only one boat to cross tbo river with, and 
she leaked confoundedly ; so you may imagino what a disagreeable piece 
of business it was. My cavolry who join’d mo yesterday is not yet got 
over : they seem to bo a shocking set of dogs. 

I have no certain intelHgcnco where Ibo Rajah is. As soon as I have

Nideram Buxey did not like lo accompany mo; so 1 left him at 
Karsingur to take care of tho Damparrah Sirdar.

Yonr’s acqaainilng nie tbo Dispatch oE the Hoodred Maonds of 
Rice 1 received yesterday. There will be do occasion of any farther 
supplies, as, while I stay on this side the River, the Country will abundantly 
furnish me with everything I can want, and when I return to Narsingur 
the last snpply you have sent will be snffifient for the short time it will 
be necessary for nsy remaining there. Let me know if I am to attack the 
Morattoes or not, though must confess I am little able, for yesterday I 
divided my men, an equal nnmbcr to each company as there were more sick 
of some companies than others. They consist now of 38 men each fit for. 
duty : and this nnmher is decreasing daily by sickness. Another disagreable 
circumstance attends my marching to Baman Hntty, which is the small 
quantity of provisions I can carry with me, and I shall hardly find any there. 

I have a great number of sick here, two Snhadars, two Jemmidars, and 
what is worse than all the rest, Mr. Impo Cbillam has been very bsd over 
since my arrival. I am obliged to torn doctor myself, and I give Turling- 
ton’s drops for all kinds of disorders. 

Some day ago 1 sent for Nederam Boxey, who I left ni Norsin Gor, 
Be wrote me back word be bad no bearers and the road was too dirty for 
him to walk, so that I shall order the Havlldar, who escorted the 200 maunds 
of rice to take him back to Midoapore, for X don’t know any nse he is of 
to me. While 1 stayed at Narsio Qor ho behaved very well. 

Slany thanks for year great supply of Wine, Sngar Candy, etc. It 
came in very good time, and 1 am infinitoly obliged to you.

Company’s Ulalgozzarys, that considerable qnantitys of Salt are duo from

Agreed that we write to the Resident at the Dnrbar to recommend 
to the Ministers to issne tbeir orders Cor patting in execution the regala- 
tions we propose with regard to the disposal o£ this salt, nod which are 
as follows — 

That a doty on it of 30 sicca rapees per 100 maands be collected at 
Hoogbly and flajabarry, and that the Government officers employed m 
the collection of this dnty grant perwannahs on the receipt thereof, specify- 
ing the qaantity of salt, the person it belongs to, and the amoant of doties 
coYleoteo, which shall then pass to the different marts it may be intended 
for free of every other dnty, and that this dnty he collected as the salt is

confiscated that tbe Collector General be farther desired to i«sae these 
Regulations to the Resident at Midnapore, that like precautions may be 
taken in bis district, and to transmit them also to Chittagong 

Agreed also that we acquaint tbe Chief of Patna with these Regnla- 
tions, and desire that he will request the officers of the Government there to 
take such measures as will most effectually prevent any salt being brought 
into the I rovince of Behar lo a clandestine manner, and seize and confiscate 
whatever quantity may by any means be conveyed into tbe province without 
those perwannahs , and that it be |articularly meniiooed to the Resident 
at tbe Durbar, the Collector General and Chief of Patna, that these restric- 
tions are meant only for tbe salt that was made last season, and not that 
belonging to the Committee of trade which must always be distinguished 
by its having had a dustnek 

Tbe Board then proceeded to take into mature consideration the orders 
and directions of the Hoo’ble Court of Directors contained in their letter 
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of the 20th November 1767, regarding the salt busmeaa, and it la their 
tmanimoas opinion that the Khntans la these distncta should be pnt up to 
sale — an opinion that tbej are the more inclined to from the consideration 
that though they cannot act np to the literal orders of the Court of Director 
without an evident disadvantage to the Company, yet that they shall not 
deviate from the opirit and meining of them, and that by the Regntations 
they now propose for carrying on the salt trade, they shall bo enabled to 
pat it upon as equitable or jnst a footiog as the Court of Directors have 
proposed without subjecting them to the inconveniences that they have 
pointed out, and these Regnlations are— 

That every zemindar or landholder whose chars and kalaris are granted 
to him by snnnnd and also all farmers on lease, shall continue to enjoy the 
benefit ot working them, but they shall be restricted by bond and penalty 
not to dispose of a larger quantity than maands . .i.to any one pnrchaser * 
they are to keep an acconnt of every sale, which may be weekly transmitted 
to the Sadder or head ( ntcheries of Bnrdwan, Midnapore, and Chittagong, 
there to be recorded, and reference made on any scrutiny which may be 
deemed oeces«ary in regard to persons, quantiiy, or pnce, which may serve 
to prevent monopolies 

That an entire freedom be granted to all other merchants, natives of 
the country, or the castes of hfoors or Gentoos, for renting and working all 
other Khalaries whatever, provided do one person, directly or indirectly, 
makes a larger quantity than maunds 60 COO The restricting in quantity 
we deem more consonant to the wishes of our Masters than m Kbalans, 
they being of such difierent sizes as to yield from lUO to 800 maonds each , 
and m order to encourage the motooghis to tbeir dnty, to diSnse among 
the merchaots ibis liberty, and to prevent confusion or disputes with one 
another, every merchant must engage m his service the molungbis, whom 
he must bring to the nearest pttblio cotcbery to be examined whether 
they are free from nil other engagements , and it is volantarily that they 
themselTes enter his service when their n'lmes and residence must be 
registered, with the names and residence of the merchant to whom they 
engag", which engagement is (o last for one year only , and the zemmder 
of each district is directed to lend every assistance to secure such merchant 
the attentive service of such moluogbis, and again to see that the merchant 
strictly conforms to bis engagemeots with the molangbis and in case any 
one merchant should seduce any molungfai from another merchant, be 
shall he fined as the case may merit The molnnghis thus engaged for one 
year shall not be liable, after the expiration of that year, to be called upon 
for further services by the merchant, unless voluntarily, and for no 
balances whatever after the expiration of the approaching season Dot 
in consideration of the very heavy balance due from the molungbis to the 
merchants on account of the last years advances tfa^ are to have the 
preference of the molnnghis’ services for this season The above register 
of merchants and molnnghis is to be sent weekly to the general bead cutcher- 
ries in order tbit public license may be granted to the merchants for enter- 
taining the molnnghis registered The oScer of each district is also to 
keep an account of all salt made therein, and by whom, and to send 
the same to the head cutcherry, there to be recorded weekly , and it is 
strictly recommended to prevent as mnch possible any one family 
or set of merchants contioumg together or in any shape establishing s 
monopoly. 
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No salt to be removed from any chars without a rowannah from the 
Beaident or Collector General specifying the proprietors’ names of sach 
salt, and nnmber of boats on which it is transported by water , if lyland 
the nnmber of ballocks, and by whatever means else it be transported 

The weekly retarns of the rowaonah granted by the Collector-General 
shall be transmitted to and entered by him in a general register, and that 
peons shall be sent with the rowannah<i, as at present, with the dostaeks 
and registers kept of the arrival of salt at the different markets in the 
Company s lands, to be transmitted weekly to the Collector to be entered 
m his register 

If any boats are found smuggling salt, the same be confiscated to the 
Government, boat and salt , any boat having salt on board and hoisting 
Nnglisb colours, pretending to an English dnstnck, or having more salt on 
board than specified in the rowannah shall be liable to confiscation together 
with the cargo, and the Nabob’s ministers will seize the same as forfeited to 
the Government 

That all salt produced at Ingellee, Absadaul, etc , districts, and the 
Company’s lands shall be carried to and landed at Bally C reek, which is 
found upon a survey by Mr Etenuell to be a proper place , that all salt 
produced to the Eastward shall be brought to Hajabborry, which bath also 
beeo reported to as very proper for lodging the salt at 

That the sum of 20 sicca rupees per 100 maunds shall be the duty to 
be collected from the importer on all salt brought to Bally Creek or Bajah- 
burry m order to secure to the Company the stipulated revenue of 
Bs 81,00,000, which upon a calcolatioo this duty will afford, even should 
the season prove uofavourable for manufacturing the salt 

The Board agree m opinion with the Committee that the price of 
salt at these two places should not exceed more than 110 sicca rupees per 
100 maunds 

Agreed that we transmit a copy of these Kegulations for the last as 
well as the ensuing season to the Resident at the Dorbar, and desire him 
to recommend the Ministers to adopt and follow the same 

Ordered that the Collector General be furnished with a copy of the 
OoDsnUation in order that he may . ...the same m the distnct nnder his 
inspection

of aacertaming some of the principal and hitherto unknown elements iQ 
Astronomy and of improving both Geography and Navigation The first 
phenomenon of this kind ever tiken notice of «as observed above a centory 
ago by an Englishman and the last which happened in 1761 excited the 
cariosity of most natioos in Enrope bat on account of the war and 
the want or inexperience of observers the fruits expected from this 
observation and tnretold by the great Dr T Lalley were but partly obtained 
An opportunity of the same kind will again offer itself and as it is the

1 reqnest to know, therefore, whether yon wonid choose that 1 should bnild 
any new qnartera, or whether it would bo more agreeable to yon to order 
away one of our Officers, on a presnmpiioa that four may be sufficient for 
the care of a Pergunoa Battalion — - 

Ton may remember what passed between Mr. Verelst and Ur Graham 
and me on the subject of Colonel SempolBs appointment I apprehend that 
Mr Verelst has not remembered to give him the instructions ne purposed, 
at least I have never received any notico of it, ns be told me I sbonld. 

1 have as yet beard nothing from the Kerpoy Qomastah but general 
complaints of Numbers of Weavers having deserted those districts and fled 
to hlidnaporc. Bo has neither forwarded to me a list of their names nor 
sent any body to carry on any business with them on bis part, or to collect 
the Balances which may be dne from them, yet something is necessary to 
be done very speedily, or they will disperse themselves about the Conntry 
or retire into the Uoraita dominions, and be no more to be found as to 
balances. Almost all who have come hither have so much the appearance 
of poverty that I much doubt if any thing materinl can bo collected other* 
wi«e than gradnally by the means of fortber advances, and in the present 
scarcity of money 1 know not where they will get fortber advances nnless 
from tno Company. The numbers who have fled hither from diffierent parts 
is very considerable, between 4 600, altbougb no manner of encourage- 

ment has been given them ; they complam bitterly against the Kirpoy 
Gomastah with what josiice I cannot pretend to say, but I tbmk the 
roost advisable method would be that a Goniastab should be sent from 
Calcntta independent of him, with orders to settle their former accounts 
and carry on any farther business which you may deem suitable to the 
prrsrai^ o dttb cf ^ilmrputiy h iftnMciy, 

Tou are yourself however the best judge, I shall readily submit my

Yon will observe the misfortune which has happened to Lieutenant Nun by 
the sodden panich of his Seapoys and perhaps by a little too much security 
on bis own part I have, moreover, intelligence from the Tahsildar and 
Zemindar of Gatseela that a party of about 20 Seapoys which were left by 
Captain Forbes at Cooebang, two Coss from iluldypocur, have been ent off 
by treachery, and there is no donbt 1 think, bat Captain Forbes himself will

Para 22 As tbe matter oE investment is of the greatest importance to 
onr interest because on that alone depends onr Prosperitj and Existence, we 
have bestowed very great attention to the goods which answer best at this 
market You will find onr observations at large id the list of investment, 
and we particularly recommend to you to encourage the growth of that Silk 
and the manufacture of those goods which appear on thelist o£ investment 
to be most id demand at this market 

Para 85 Notwithstanding ne have repeatedly complained of great 
defects in providing and assorting your investment of Piece Goods, yet as 
tho«e complaints still subsist, whereby our Sales here are greatly prejndiced 
we have thonght it expedient m order to prevent them in fntnre to appoint 
Mr Eenr; Guinand, who is perfectly acquainted with the sortments proper 
for the European Markets to he Supenntendent of Piece Goods nnder yonr 
Presidency at the Salary of Four Hundred Pounds a year to commence 
upon his arrival, also Twenty Pounds per Calendar Month, for subsistence 
instead of Diet Money, and be is to have all his Iravelhng Charges defrayed 
m going from one Place to another m lodia We have paid the Expenca 
of ms Passage out, and be is also to be allowed tbe expence of bis voyage 
home, as stipulated in bis agreement with the Company of which we send 
a copy, and it is onr positive order that he be neither permitted to Trade for 
himtelf or to procure goods of any kind, either directly or indirectly, for any 
other persons whatever, and we shall severely resent the least disobedience of 
this order 

Para 26 Tbe Principal defects which are pointed out and which Mr. 
Gmnand has undertaken to rectify are the great mixture of sorts in tbe <iame 
Bale, tbe want of variety and novelty m all Flowered, Striped and checked 
Mnahn'*, also in all coloured Prohibited Good* Tbe neglect of providing 
sundry species of Muslins and other goods imported by Foreign Companies 
wtih great profit, and the small investment of superfine muslins much m 
demand for Foreign and Home Trade, and tbe inferior quality of Sundry 
Sorts of Muslins annually degenerating so much as not to answer their 
‘bcuvninRiituh 'uir. %'ft?vA 'juipy/an/.

Para 38 We have observed in our investment this year the great in* 
attention of tbe Sort^s at manyFlaces ID suffering Goods to be packed oF 
different qualities aud species ID tbe same Bale as also others, rotten or 
damaged in tbe middle of the Piece This is so great a neglect of 
their duty, that wo order the Native in whose immediate Department the 
goods have been found faul^ be directly dismiss’d onr service, and also 
that tbe Chief Witre House Keeper of that department be reprimanded as by 
this inattention it has already been a great charge to ns by the Buyers 
examining every Piece m many Bales, and returning those which they find

be fonnd nnfaitbfnl in a matter which we deem of great consequence, and 
do, therefore, so particularly charge yon effectually to carry into Execution 

Para 45 Yon are to take care at the commencement of every Bond or 
oftener, that at all your Subordinates or Factories, when advances are made 
to Pykars, each Pykar be called before the Chief of the Subordinate and 
Council, or the Hesident and two others at least of onr Servants next in 
anthonty, if so many reside at such Factory, where any Advances may bo 
issned to the said Pykars, and that to ea6b of the Pykars separately 
a copy be delivered of their outsiaoding Balances, if any such there be,
